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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-12 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a thin film magnetic memory device having all exclusive 
limitations as recited in claims 1 and 7, comprising first and second magnetic memory cells, first 
and second conductors, which are parallel to each other and which intersects the respective cell, 
for applying a magnetic field to the respective cell, and a magnetic film filling the space between 
the first and second conductors. In particular, the prior art of record discloses filling the space 
between the conductors with an insulating layer.
